Bank are two small banks, called Jagnet 
Bank and f lier Bank,and within,to the west­ 
ward, stretching from its southern extrem­ 
ity across to Nova Scotia, are it xeric- (if 
banks and ledges, the principal of which 
are the follow ing;—Green Bank, Whale 
Bank, Banque Bank, St. Peter's B ink, 
the Middle G round, Le Havre B ink, ( ’ali­ 
so Bauk, Sable Island Bink, and Hose way 
Bauk. 
T h e coasts of Newfoundland and 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence afford other ex­ 
cellent fish in g grounds.
